1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

In the claims : 

Claims 12-14 have been canceled. 
Claim 15 has been added. 

Current Status of Claims: 
Claims 1-14 (Canceled) 

Claim 15 (New) Multi-purpose kitchen device comprising: 

a kitchen utensil including first and second elongate handle members releasably 
joined to each other at a central location thereby fomiing one long handle; 

said first handle member terminating at its distal end in a scoop member; 

said second handle member terminating at its distal end in a tool receiving 
aperture; 
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said tool receiving aperture capable of easily releasably retaining a plurality of 
cooking tools each terminating in a common shaft that can be easily inserted and 
releasably retained in said tool receiving aperture, and 

a coffee making funnel having a fine screened bottom shaped to fit within said 
scoop portion; 

said funnel member having opposing tabs at its top perimeter so that said funnel 
can be placed within a standard coffee cup and said tabs holding said funnel in a 
suspended position within said coffee cup, one of said tabs terminating in a measuring 
spoon, and 

a salt and pepper shaker shaped to fit within said funnel member. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: It is the 
examiner's opinion that the art of record considered as a whole, alone or in 
combination, neither anticipates nor renders obvious, a multi-purpose kitchen device 
comprising, a kitchen utensil in combination with a coffee making funnel and salt and 
pepper shakers, wherein said kitchen utensil includes, a first handle member 
terminating at its distal end in a scoop rhember and a second handle member 
terminating at its distal end in a tool receiving aperture, said coffee making funnel 
having a fine screened bottom and being shaped to fit within said scoop portion and 
having opposing tabs formed at its top perimeter where one of said tabs terminates in a 
measuring spoon, and said salt and pepper shakers being shaped to fit within said 
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funnel member, together in combination with the rest of the limitations in the 
independent claim.
